THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 


THY “ KOWSHING” CASE. 

On the 8th, on the notion for the Third Read- 
ing of the Consolidued .Pund Appropriation 
Bill, Mx. Uro drew attention to the long delay 
which had taken placoin settling the claims for 
compensation for thi: sinking of the British 
ship Kowshing in Chineso waters during the 
war between China ond Jupan. The Chinese 
Governinent was responsible for the-ocourrence, 
and four years azo the Law Officers «! the 
Crown had stated that the claim for compensa- 
tion was unauswerabl in law, bat he understsod 
that the Chineso Government now. disputed 
their liability. Hoe siggested that, following 
the preesdent set in the Waimea ease, the Go- 
vernment might give temporary relief to those 
of the sufferers fromthe sinking of tho vessel 
who were in present need. He moved the 
rejection of the Bill. 

- Mr. J. Walton seconded theamendment, and 
suid that the sinking of the. KowShing was dae 
to the fact that the Chinese soldiers on board 
that vessel forcibly poet the captzin from 
surrendering it to thy Japanese cruiser ‘which 
was fiting at it. ‘The only threes European 
anrvivors were, moraver, fired at while they 
wero ‘swimining from the Kowshing to the 
Japanese ciuiser. The question. of compensa 
tion for those who lot their bread-winners hy. 
this incident should be, he thought, seriously‘ 
considered by the Government, 

: BEITISH POL‘CY. 

Sir E. Ashmcal-Hartlett, referriug to: the 
state of affairs in Uhia, said that the events 0! 
the past six years showed that both parties in 
the Honse liad been guilty of grost sina both 
of omission and of commniss'o2 in. rega:d to 
China. The House vas accustomed.now too 
frequent exchange of compliments between the 
two front benches. Titese were mistaken for 
statesmanship (lanjhter), but to him they seem- 
ell more like the winks of angurs of old when 
the. populace was abort to ba deceived on some 
important matter. (Laughter.) The declarations 
of the Government had been -satisfuctory on 
three points, First, they had frankly’ an- 
nounced their intention of adhering to the 
policy of the independence and territorinl in- 
tegrity of China ; secondly, they had expressed 
themselros as opposedto.the dangerous force con- 


nected with a sphere of influenca in the Yang- |. 


tze Kiang Valley, ani, thirdly, they had practi- 
cally declared against the cuckoo ery of the 
Convert of Europe, tat fictitious concert that 
deceived ourselves, lelped our enemies, and 
paralysed our action., (Hear, hear.) Passing 'to 
points on which the statement of the Govorn- 
ment, in his opinion, vas not reassuring, he de- 
plored the absence of acommandor-in-chief of the 
Allied forces in Chine, holding that the Gov- 
ernment ought to lave taken up the maiter 
two months ogo, wid arranged ‘for a gen- 
eral’ of position to “be on_the spot to 
lend the Allies to Peking. He was afraid 
that the absence of o commander-in-chief 
might lead to: tho scenes of carnage’ and 
rapine against the non-combatant population of 
China—already, inde:d, the conduct of somo of 
the traops of one of the Posvers had been dep- 
loxabla—and remarked that, whatever the pro- 
yocation the Chinesa had given, the worst thing 
we could do for the future credit of civilisation 
and Christianity, os ve-understood thom. would 
be. to allow the non-combatant population of” 
China to suffer outrages at the hand of ‘foreign 
troops. The Gorermment were going to bo 
placed in s' difficult. position when they got to 
Peking. He was not sure that it would not be 
easier to got to Peking than to get ates from 
it. Ono of the great problems before the Go- 
yernment ‘vould bef avoid allowing the allied 
forces being used af a-lever for enabling the 
Russian forces attacking the north of China to 
obtain great. military positions in Manchuria 
andthe other northern provinces.

John 
Dovey, wlio bus already obtained 9 fair sharo of 
fome as captain of the Aston Villa Football Clab, 
has no thought, as heafterwards told mo in a 
little chat, of going for any record bvyond mak- 
ing ‘as mony for himeelf and his side os he 
conld, and he got ont in jumping over 
the crease to hit a short pitched tll over the 
heiids of the crowd in order to cornplete B acore 
of 250, Iconsidered myself a fortunate being 
to'be-presont at such a time. At one period.of 
the afternoon, I may mention, the hitting was 
so vigorous -that no fewer than l4t runs were 
put ‘on in an horr, and of the number Deyey 
cluimed one hundred. No one cin possibly 
deprive Gilbert Jessop of any of his laurels, but 
I mast give it as my opinion that the Aston 
Villa player's innings was one of the very finest 
displays of attractive, scientific batting I have 
ever witnessed. There wos no sttiving after 
any. partionlar stroke: there. was no playing 
to the “gallery.” his hits were beautifully timed 
and placed with « precision as fascinating as 
rare in an inniags of such duration. I do 
love te sev 1 batsman ploy tha games, and in 
soying this I mean that I admiro, most 
particularly the man who has tho necossary’ 
courage .und kill to smash, ond wheedle, 
and conx, and tap ¢he balls set down in 
expmplitication of tho “off” theory. Two or 
thres of the: Australian playors showed us that 
“these deliveries, ‘going away with the arm,” 
could be hit, and yat there are scores of our firrt- 
class butamen who have a holy drad of tetichs 
ing ono of these balls with the bat.

stumped, ; 
"A CHANCE OF A LIFETIME. . 

. ‘When in 1898 C.B, Fry astonished the cricket 
world by wozthily: filling the gop iu the Suscox, 
eleven, esused by the tomporary retirement of 
Ranjitsinhji, few could have anticipated that 
the.accomplished Oxonian would reach a higher 
niche, and yet to-day it may be doubted whether 
there is s finer istsman in the country on all 
wickets—that is to say, to take the pitches as 
they como. We have fine weather batsmen by 
the sore, but the playar for me is he who takes 
his chancaa as,they come, and is most courageous 
in a timo of need: For some amsons Arthur 
Shrewshury was head and shoulders over every- 
one, provubly, on.a variable wicket. He was 
whié to mit bis play exactly to the state of the- 
pitch, and I can readily call.to mind a certain 
match against one of the Australian teams where 
he alons was able to offer any prolonged resist- 
ance to the bowling on.s wicket, the’ pace and 
“bite” of which changed overy tulf-hour. . We 
have-not many Shrewsburys to-doy, when oll is 
sail and done, tat I am certainly inclined to 
rank the Sussex pluyor us one of the best 
we have seen for many a day. Being in the 
vicinity, I foraock the rod ‘and Sine for a-day or 
two to gota glimpse of Fry. Tf we may judge 
from some of his writings in tho newspapers, |. 
he appears to have a rather poor opinion of the 
professional journalists who outrageously laud 
tho professional cricketer ut the expens? of the 
amateur. If there are. such they must, I 
euppree, bd left, to their fate. That there may 
be ro barning ofl introduced ‘into the “some- 
thing "by way of punishmont mast be, the 
fervent desire of, évery. hurailisted. scribbler, 
ontle and simple, ‘Whatever wo many think of 
his pious opinions, however, we are compelled 
to admire his cricket—and not only his cricket, 
either, but his general. athletic prowess, Yes; 
Charles B. Fry is a giant in the sporting arena, 
and when he just touched o ball into the hands 
of third slip ot, Worcester the other day§ when 
within four runs .of 9 world's record, I felt 
downright sorry-for him, But if was amoment 
when a man’ would be best left to himself: 
‘Three times in suecersion had heplayeda three-
